Fo: ataſte of the which our vnchangeable reſolution,and to the intent that during our pzogreſſe vnto our noble citty of London 
the inhabitants of the countries thzow which we are to palle,be not moleſted burdened,noz intereſt by any of our traine, of what 
condition loeuer: we haue ol our loue andPzincely foze-ſight deputed Sir Hary Cocke Cofferer to our late deareſt ſiſter,and Sir 
Andrew Melvill one of the Maiſters ofourhouſe, Officiars of our houſhold: Unto whome we haue giuen ſtrait charge and com- 
mandement.vnder the paine of our Royall indignation, to giue acceſſe,ready eare, and redzeſſe vnto the complaints ofthe meaneſt 
perſon offended . Foꝛbidding and defending vnto all perſons, to ble any manner of indilcreete and vnciuill behauiour, either in 
woꝛd o2 deed, which may turne to the bꝛeach of the peace, as As tender our fauour, oꝛ may incurre the extreameſt penalty of the 
Lawes o2dayned in that behalfe. 

Moꝛeouer, our will and pleature is, that to auopde the exceſſiue charges a troubles whereunto our louing kubiects may be put, 
by meeting aud entertayning vs with an extraozdinary nomber of attendants, that the Licutennants, deputy Lieutennants, 
Shirelfs, and pꝛincipall Gentlemen ok euery country where we are to paſle,doe giue their attendante vpon vs from our firlt en- 
trance into the ſhyꝛes wherein they are commiſſioners,to guarde vs lo long as we ſhall haue occaſion to remaine therein. Requy- 
ring them to haue an ſpeciall regarde vnto the choile, both ok the nomber and quality of their aſſociats and ſeruants, that they be 
not apt by their milgouernment oꝛ in conueening of the great multitude, in any loꝛt to be grieuous to the countrie. To which pur⸗ 
pole our pleafare alto is, that in this peaceable ton iunction, none come, oz be cuſfered to come, apparrelled in war une oꝛder⸗ wii h v⸗ 
ſuall armes ot Harquebuzes, Piſtolets, pieces. pꝛiuy coates, oꝛ ſuch like, vnder the paine and perrill depending thereupon. 

Lykewile, koꝛ the better eale and pꝛouilion of luch as ſhall attend vs in this our iouruey, we haue thought neceſſary, & by theſe 


pꝛelents doe requpꝛe and licence ourloyall ſubiects in all places and good townes where we ſhall be lodged, dayly to keepe open 


Mercats,in ſuch fozme as are accuſtomed to be held in places pꝛiuiledged koꝛ that purpoſe, Ind we requpꝛe all Maioꝛs, Bapliffeg, 
and other Officers ol Townes where we ſhall appoint our reljdence, to be circumlpect in pꝛoupding ſufficiently fox che reteauing 


of our o2dinary traine. 
we doe allo foꝛewarne and command allPoſt-maiſters, Conſtables, and others to whome it ſhall appertaine by vertue ok our 


Commillion, To pꝛoupde Poſt⸗-hozles,hoꝛles fox carriage oꝛ other neceſſary bles, to pꝛepare, a haue a competent nomber ofhozſes 
in read inelle: tothe end that no impediment oz diſozder happen by ſaddaine and bnexſpected occaſions. 

Laſtly, e will and command all Lieutennants deputy Lieucennants, Shireffes,Jultices, Maiozg, Bapliffes, Conſtables, 
Deadbozoughes,and all other Officers and miniſters whatſocuer,that with a watchfull eye they regarde the quality of all Pat⸗ 
lingers others; which by any bndutifull ſpeeches, acts, oꝛ bnlawful aſſemblies ſhall ſeemc woꝛthelie to be ſuſpected to be theeues, 
bagabonds.ſpyes,02 ſeditious perſons,who may pzactiſe oz attempt any thing againſt our perſon oz eſtate . Foz the moze conveni- 
ent eff:cting whereof, we command that good watches be kept by ſubſtantiall and honeſt men in al our Townes within our king- 
dome ok England. By which their dutifull circumſpection,they ſhallfaithfully diſcharge the truſt we repoſe in them, and we ſhall 
haue afreſh occaſion miniſtred to wꝛite their good offices in the table ol our hart, which ſhall neuer berazed out;Giuenatour Wa⸗ 
late ot Haly- rude· houſethe fourth ol Apꝛyle, and of our raigne of England, France, and Ireland, the firſt peare: and of Scotland the
